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PARTISAN BLINDNESS. the Khunes, the Loebs, the Ikleheimers 
and all the rest of that billionaire gang 
of financial freeboosters pile up millions 
on millions, while all the rest of us have 
to go into the open market and pay from 
two to three prices for everything we eat, 
drink, wear or use, and it is high time 
a stop was put to it, and any party that 
calls the halt ‘is going to have our earnest 
support, no matter what its name is. 

The establishment of regional banks 
to prevent Well-street-made panics is 
right; the lowering of the tariff upon the 
necessities of life is right; and the curb- 
ing of the rapacious trusts which have 
been looting the people for years under 
Republican dominitions is right; and 
right is right and wrongs no man.

If a high tariff will accomplish the 
most good to the greatest number of peo- 
ple, then we want it, and if it does not, 
then we do not want it. We want what is 
right, and fair and just and proper, and 
do not care two cents what the name of 
the party is that gives that to us. We had 
just as soon be a Republican as a Demo- 
erat, Populist, Socialist, or anything else 
politically, just so the needed condition 
is brought about, and we think it very 
foolish for any man or any newspaper to 
espouse any law or principle just because 
it is advocated by some particular polit- 
ical party that he has always been in the 
habit of training with. 

If anything is right which the Repub- 
lican party advocates, it is right because 
it is right, and not because the Republican 
party says so, and that same logic applies 
to every other party. 

The time for political prejudices is past. 
People are more enlightened and more 
liberal about such things than they used 
to be, and partisanship does not cut so 
much figure as in the days of yore when 
every man boasted that he would vote for 
a yellow dog just so it was on the party 
ticket. 

A snfficiently high tariff on everything 
to defray the cost of government, which 
by the way is no small tariff, is advisable, 
but the protection end of it is a fallacy. 
It mulcts the multitude and protects the 
few against the many besides tending to 
create, and has ercated, millionaires on 
one side and papers on the other. 

Any time we ean’t compete in the print- 
ing line with other people, we will quit 
the printing business, and go to sawing 
wood, writing motion picture plays, steal- 
ing soapgrease on shares, or any other 
line that we can compete with. Anybody 
that has to have subsidy and suck at a 
sugar teat all his life in order to do 
things does not amount to a row of pins, 
and the same is as true of acountry or on 
industry as it is of an individual, for the 
country is but the individual in the aggre- 
gate. Any time that sugar beets, walnuts, 
lemons or anything else does not pay, 
plow them up, and plant the land to 
something that does  pay—-potatoes, 
wheat, «pumpkins, onions, mushrooms, 
frog’s hind legs, bull pups, anything, but 
quit doing the baby act and howling 
for a paternal government to feed vou 
with a golden spoon. You have got to 
support the government, and not the gov- 
ernment support you, and the quicker vou 
get that into your cranium the better for 
all parties concerned. 

Protection would be half way right, 
perhaps, if it protected but in nine eases 
out of ten it protects nobody but the 
millionaire manufacturer. Nearly every 
highly protected manufacturing industry 
in this country is full to the brim with 
either women and children or imported 
cheap labor, and white men are as scarce 
around them as hen’s teeth. We knew, 


BOOZE ROUTE IS EXPENSIVE 


A man has.a right to buy booze enough 
to get properly and thouroughly soused. 
The law says he may buy it and 
drink it from any licensed bar. Then when 
he gets the jag nicely to working the law 
says he must not get drunk, and arrests 
him.
